Examiner agrees with Applicant's argument that the prior art applied does not teach or fairly suggest "said chamber comprises a plurlaity 
of interior chambers" as recited in dependent claims 12-20 and 22-23. Therefore, the current rejections are not appropriate and have 
been lifted.
